According to city officials there 
were no fire-escapes and .most of 
the windows had been boarded tight- | 
ly to prevent the sounds of early | 
morning revelry from being heard | 
When the panic-stricken | 
patrons, dancing and dining on the 
second floor, sought to escape by 
the main stairway they were. con- 
fronted by a barrier of flames. They 
turned then to the only other means 
of egress, a dressing’ room and a’ 
rest room for women. In these two 
small spaces were found most of the , 
dead, dying- and seriously injured. |

Mitchell Rejects Pleas of Sinclair and Day;

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Harry

The firemen extin- 
guished the flames in five minutes. 
Within a few minutes the injured 
were being taken to hospitals. The 
entire staff of the Receiving Hos- 
ital was called on extra duty. A 
irst-aid station was established at 
the Savoy Hotel, with ten doctors in 
attendance. : 
When the firemen and policemen 
reached the entertainers’ dressing 
room at the rear of the second floor 
they found they could not open the 
door. They shattered it with axes. 
Inside were thirty-five persons, some 
dead, some dying and the rest uncon- 
scious, in a gruesome, tangled heap.

FIGHT OPENS 70 JOIN. 


BANK AND LEAGUE 


Norway and Holland Move in 
Assembly to Make Contact 
for Excluded Powers. 


PACT LINKING PLAN PUT OFF | 


British Hopes to Join Covenant and 
Kellogg Treaty End When 
Committee Is Appointed.

GENEVA, Sept. 20.—The fight of 
the powers which are now excluded 
from the international bank to es- 
tablish contact between it and the 
League of Nations began in earnest 
this afternoon in the Assembly’s 
Economic and Financial Committee, 
when the Norwegian delegate, M. 
Raestad, backing his country’s reso- 


lution on the subject, urged the 
necessity of the Assembly expressing 
itself on the subject before the rep- 
arations powers reached a definite 
decision on the proposed institution. 

Only the opening shots were fired, 
for there was time for but one other 
delegate—E. Heldring of Holland—to 
speak, and he shared much of Nor- | 
way’s apprehensions, but opposed 
anything smacking of direct League | 
domination of the bank, particularly | 
as regards reparations, 

The debate will continue tomorrow, | 
when Louis Lotcheur, French dele- | 
gate, is expected to lead the opposi- | 
tion of the reparations powers tc} 
League control of the bank. 

The anxiety felt here with regard | 
to the American attitude toward} 

ossible League relations with the! 

ank was touched on today only by 
M. Raestad, when he argued that | 
‘any State outside of the League 
meed not fear any surprises’’ as a 
result of the action, which he urged. 


Admits Need for Liberty. 


M. Raestad took great pains to 
explain that he did not propose to 
submit the general activities of the | 
bank to the direct control of any | 
government or the League, and held | 
that the bank must enjoy even more | 
liberty than is generally accorded to 
such institutions. He said that he 
himself doubted whether Article 
XXIV of the Covenant—under which 
his resolution was submitted—applied 
to the bank, juridically speaking, but 
he believed it is required as a general 
principle that the League must in- 
terest itself in the activities of all 
international organizations, especially 
those affecting the economic an 
financial life of its members. . 

He heid that a ‘‘vast program’’ as 
was projected for the bank would 
not only affect the League members 
who were not interested in repara- 
tions but would undoubtedly cross the 
field of League activities. He called 
special attention to paragraph 63 of 
the Young plan on the investmeht 
operations of the bank as showing | 
the need, for the powers excluded | 
from the board to take precautionary | 
measures in advance. 


Sees Connection With League. 


He declared that an ‘‘intolerable 
element of disorder’’ would be intro- 
duced into the world if the bank 
were left free to carry out its policies 
in possible conflict with the League, 
and considered it “inevitable” that 
in an extreme crisis the bank would 
have to submit to the restrictions of 
the covenant, or to measures which 
the Council adopted. 

Moreover, if some government at- 
tempted through the bank to exert a 
‘‘preponderating and undesirable in- 
fluenc2’’ on other countries not in- 
cluded on the bank’s board, what 
means of redress or protest, he 
asked, would they have? Their only 
means, if League members, was to 
act through the League. 

His conclusion was that some con- 
stitutional basis for the legal rela- 
tions between the bank and the 
League must be established, though 
he gave no definite indications of 
what that basis should be.. He held 
that the great powers could not ob- 
ject to guch relations on the ground 
that the bank was autonomous, for 
they themselves had created that 
autonomy without consulting the 
others. 


Herr Heldring Speaks. 


Herr Heldring said that it was only 
natural that the bank should arouse 
apprehension in those countries 
which have ‘‘only a passive role’ in 
it, and agreed to most of Norway’s 
views with these reserves: First, that 
references to Article 24 of the cove- 
nant ought to be deleted in the reso- 
lution. Second, that two stages in 
the bank’s evolution must be con-" 
sidered. 

The bank is primarily aimed to 
solve the reparations problem by 
taking it out of eae and keeping 
it as a strictly business affair. In 
this first stage of the bank’s repa- 
rations operations the seven powers 
were alone concerned, and the 
League must be kept out. 

The second stage, however, in- 
volved more general operations by 
the bank, and here the other powers 
became directly interested, as ; 
Raestad held. Herr Heldring thought 
it impossible to say when the second 
stage would be reached, and some 
believed that the tendency of the cen- 
tral bank is to be to restrict, rather 
than enlarge, the role of the interna- 
tional bank. 

Even so, however, the bank is to 
play a big role, and consequently it 
is necessary to make changes in the 
present plans for the bank so as to 
assure annual publicity as to its op- 
erations, and to provide that seats 
on the governing board be enlarged 
to include at least some non-repara- 
tion powers when the second stage 
wags reached. Moreover, the power to 
make all changes in the statute of 
{®e bank ought not to be left to the 
soverning body as now——the Dutch 
delegate expressing special apprehen- 
sfon on this point. 


Pleads for Collaboration. 


He concluded by saying that above 
ali, means must. be devised to obviate 
ths danger oj inck of contact be- 
tween the bank and the League and 
to assure their fruitful collaboration, 
though anything creating the impres- 
aon that the League sought to dom- 
mate the bank, or weaken its char- 
acter as a purely business institution, 
must be avoided.

around the country putting on free shows like that. 
how can the paid performers prosper? No one would 
put a hole in his bankroll to see two careful and con- 
servative heavyweights clinching through ten rounds 
when he could see the Great Shires wading into three, 
four, five or six opponents free of charge. 

The only trouble with the Shires method is that Art 
doesn’t time his blows. The ordinary prizefight is 
steamed up for weeks ahead, and, usually, it’s a com- 
paratively peaceful spectacle. But the Great Shires 
has disapnointed his public by giving no advance 
notice of his intention to swing into action, 


A Mad World. 


There’s something wrong with the whole scheme. 
Promoters have gone to the trouble of going out and 
signing up professional pugilists to fight at Ebbets 
Field and the Yankee Stadium, two big league ball 
parks. The natural habitat of the Great Shires is a 
ball park yet he hasn’t been invited to stage a big 
bout there. Somehow, it seemed necessary to go out 
and bring in a lot of strangers to do the fighting. 
The Great Shires never wiil see the sense of that, and 
he isn’t altogether wrong. 

Ball players in general, by the way, should bring 
this matter to the attention of their Congressmen. A 
prizefighter who appears in a feature bout at a ball 
park usually walks out with a certified check for 
more money than most big ‘eague stars see in a life- 
time. But a ball player who appears in a feature bout 
in a ball park gets nothing except a notice from the 
lengue president that he suspended for ten days 
and fined $200, current coin of the realm. 

There's no way of reversing the precess, either. 
Gene Tunney drew down $525,000 for fighting in a 
ball park, but Babe Ruth will never get the same 
amount of money for playing ball in a prize ring. 

It’s all a great mystery.

Dissembling Their Love. 


The fulminations from the Sharkey and Loughran 
camps should not be taken too seriously, by the way. 
It’s the custom to drum un a report that the contes- 
tants in a big bout are deadly personal enemies s0 
that the fight followers will come rushing through the 
turnstiles to witness the prospective mayhem and 
manslaughter. Quite frequently, the spectacle isn’t 
half as ferocious as an ordinary friendly bridge party. 

Now, Loughran and Sharkey are ‘‘scunding off’’ for 
the record, each one pointing out that he himself is a 
capable and courageous batticr, whereas the other 
fellow has never fought a good man in his life and 
has spent his entire career cucking worthy opponents 
and beating up blind men and cripples. There is nat- 
ural rivalry between the two men, but most of that 
chatter has no real meaning. Loughran knows that 
Sharkey 1s a good fighter and has fought good men. 
Sharkey knows the same thing about Loughran. If 
they didn’t know that much, neither one would have 

eached the place he now holds. 

If their published estimates of each other were true. 
their fight would Joom up as a mecting of two incom 
petent pugilists. Pogsibly, the boys would be sorry if 
their banter was taken that seriously.

MAPS RECORDED ON SHIP 


Inventor Seeks Use of Stations Here 
to Make Further Demonstrations 
of Transoceanic Transmission. 


The first transmission of a photo- 
grapa over a long-distance radio 
channel by means of small portable 
picture sending and receiving units 
which can be linked with telephone 
or telegraph lines was accomplished 
last Wednesday between London and 
Australia by use of the Fultograph | 
system, according to Captain Otho 


Fulton, its inventor, who is now in 
New York. 

Captain Fulton exhibited  radio- 
grams from his engineers at London 
and Sydney, Australia, which ad- 
vised that a photograph and a car- 
toon of the Prince of Wales had 
been successfully sent by Fultograph | 
machines linked with the London- 
Sydney Marconi beam system, after 
only two days of testing. The in- 
ventor said he now has a laboratory 
in New York and will soon make 
{ransatlantic photograph = sending 
tests between New York and Lon- 
don and New York and Sydney. 

‘If the radio facilities are offered 
I can send pictures any distance with | 
my machines, which are lighter and 
smaller than an _ ordinary type- 
writer,’’ he declared. ‘‘They require 
no electrical power, but operate | 
from a spring motor, which I have 
found more reliable. The pictures 
can be transmitted from a negative, | 
and either a positive or negative in- | 
tercepted at the receiver by revers- | 
ing the action of the recorder. 

“The picture is inscribed visually 
on the paper as the machine oper- | 
ates, hence the paper needs no de- 
veloping process. It can be placed 
en a desk and plugged into a tele- 
phone or telegraph circuit, to which | 
the radio station can be attached by | 
the operator, and the photograph | 
sent out or intercepted directly.” 

Captain Fulton said his machine 
and method opens a new era in the | 
transmission. of photographs for | 
journalistic or police identification | 
and intelligence work. He said the | 
receiver operator can make the in- | 
tercepted image either light or dark | 
as desired, while the print is being 
recorded. The prints sent from Lon- 
don and intercepted at Sydney were 
recorded on a portable machine such 
as he now is employing in New York 
for further tests, he said. 

During Captain Fulton’s voyage to 
this country early in August on the 
Olympic he is reported to have used | 
his machine to intercept weather | 
maps from shore transmitters.

Asks German Sick Fand to Pay

Ann Harding is to be seen at the!

It is in most respects an 
effort that bears evidence of a re- | 
straining hand and the voices are 
exceptionally well registered. E. H 
Griffith, the director, often uses his | 
camera to advantage, but there are 
discursive passages that become | 


somewat tedious, and so does the 
constant embracing of the husband 
and wife. 

Miss Harding has a most interest- 
ing personality on the screen. She is | 
never twice exactly the same. Her 
acting is obviously the result of care- 
ful thought, which is especially no- | 
ticeable when she talks over a tele- 
phone. Her actions and the cutting 
off of parts of words are very nat- 
ural. In the dialogue, however, her | 
utterance is not always distinct, for | 
she slurs her lines, which is not so 
much a fault as it might seem, for 
her speech has a natural quality. It | 
is in fact a joyous relief to study the | 
work of an actress in a motion pic- 
ture who is so modulated in her talk- 
ing and whose performance through- | 
out is so different from other players.

Mr. Kelly passed into a coma when 
first stricken and never regained con- 
sciousness. At his bedside when he 
died were his wife, Mrs. Anna Hen- 
rahan Kelly; his son, Edward L.

Kelly, and John H. McCooey, Demo- 
cratic leader of Kings County, one 
of Mr. Kelly’s closest friends. 

Mr. Kelly felt slightly ill when he 
arose on Thursday morning but did | 
not think his ailment was serious. |

It is with deep sorrow that the Bo grd 
ot Directors of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary ef Anrerica record the death at 
Zurich, Switzerland, on Wednesday, Sept. 
11, 1928, of Louis Marshall, the President 
of the Board. His distinguished career as 
an advocate, ag a citizen of his native 
State and of the United States, his ser- 
vices on behalf of industrial peace, his 
defense of the Jewish cause, at home and 
abroad, his ardent labors in Paris before 
the Peace Conference in 1919, his pains- 
taking and earnest endeavors on behalf of 
Palestine, culminating in the creation of 
the Jewish Agency fer Palestine, his pas- 
sion for justice and his defense of the 
rights of man wherever assailed, are 
known and will be recorded by other or- 
ganizations, 

This Seminary he served for upward of 
twenty-eight years. In 1901 he was elected 
a Director for life and Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, in 1905 he became 
Chairman of the Board of Directors and 
In 1924 President of the Board of the 
Library Corporation. Throughout this en- 
tire period, and in spite of -many pre- 
occupations. the Seminary was one of. his 
chiefest public concerns. During the quar- 
ter of a century that he was Chairman. of 
the Board of Directors he gave most 
eareful attention to every detail of the 
management of the Corporation, No meet- 
Ing was ever held without aim. He scru- 
tinized with. painstaking care every docu- 
ment that had@ to do with the physical 
management of the Seminary. His interest 
in this management was contributory to 
the main purpose of the Institution, the 

aining of Rabbis and of teachers -for the 

Jewish communities of America and else- 
where, the assembling of a library and the 
promotion of Jewish learning. With every 
sympathy for these objects he recognized 
the complete freedom of academic teach- 
ng and research, and at no time, either 
by direction or suggestion, endeavored -to 
guide them. 

He was a generous .contributor to the 
endowment fund of the Seminary, to its 
Building Fund, to the Endowment Funds of 
the Teachers Institute, to the Library and 
in aid of scientific publications. Bookman 
as he was, the addition of rare and 
curious books and manuscripts to the 
Library interested him greatly and he used 
to examine and read with care lists of 
these which came into his hands from time 
to time. During a period when the fi- 
nancial condition of the Seminary was dif- 
ficult, month by month he advanced funds 
to meet the current expenses and was not 
even willing that others should be asked to 
share this with him. These and many 
other serviees which he rendered the 
Seminary we record with gratitude, but 
there is much more in our hearts to say 
of his devotion to Judaism and his clear 
recognition that its maintenance and de- 
velopment depended upon sound education 
and learning. He regarded our Institution 
as the keystone of a system which, begin- 
ning with the elementary school], would fur- 
nish the background in America for gen- 
eration after generation of Jews who, not 
in any blind or fanatical way, but .by 
being steeped in the knowledge of the 
Rible, Jewish literature, the Hebrew lan- 
guage, the works of our historians, philoso- 
phers and moralists, would have that intel- 
ligent appreciation which by a combination 
of faith, knowledge and reason would make 
them loyal sons of Israel. This was the 
dearest wish of his heart and to this he 
had meant to derote the past ten years of 
his life and so much more as God would 
give granted him, The untoward circum- 
stances of the Jewish world prevented him 
from carrying out this deeply cherished 
wish. Nevertheless he gave largely of him- 
self to this cause also, but chiefly td our 
Semjnary, Our regular gatherings at meet- 
ings with him were a source of deep satis- 
faction. His methodical mind and his lofty 
soul combined to inspire each one of his 
eolleagues with the thought that in serving 
this board there had been given him the 
most distinguished honor he could attain. 

Louis Marshall was known to most as 
the Defender of his People. To us he Its 
known also as the Defender of the Faith. 
May God grant to his children, to his 
sisters, to all his dear ones who survive 
him, consolation in the thought that many 
hundreds of thousands of people the world 
over share their grief and will hold his 
name as an imverishable memory.

The Governor clearly indicated 


that, should the circumstances jus-! 
tify such action, an investigation:

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—The 
first student on record in America 
to attempt to earn his way 
through college was Zachariah 
Bridgen at Harvard, the Bureau 
of Education announced today. 

Bridgen entered Harvard in 
1657 at the age of 14 and was 
graduated at 18. The steward’s

Racketeering in Bronx building 
construction, to which are attributed 
a dozen suspicious fires in unfin- 
ished apartment houses since Spring, 
with a total loss of $3,000,000, occu- 
pied the Bronx County grand jury 
again yesterday during an all-day 
session.

The 
grand jury is meeting two days a 
week, and Mr. McGeehan said the 
convenience of its members preclud- 
ed more frequent sessions. 

One factor which is delaying the 
investigation, Mr. McGeehan said, 
is the unwilling attitude of many 
witnesses. All witnesses are required 
to sign a waiver of immunity, and

Mr. McGeehan said that it was

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DOHERTY TO RETURN 
TO BUSINESS SOON 


Will Resume Control of Interests 
After Trip to Europe With 
Wife, He Announces. 


HAS PLAN TO CONSERVE OIL 


Believes Government Could Put It 
in Force at Once—Criticizes 
Use of Liquid as Fuel. 


Henry L. Doherty, head of the 
Cities Service Company and an out- 
standing figure in both the public 
utility and petroleum fields, an- 
nounced last night that he was about 
to return te business after an ab- 
sence of nearly three years, due to 
illness, It was the first interview 
that he had given to newspaper men 
since he left his office in December, 
1926. In nearly an hour and a half 
of answering their questions, he said 
conservation of the oil of America 
was one of the most vital subjects 
of today, and he outlined a plan of 
unit operation of pools which he 
said the Federal Government had 


power to enforce at once. 

The date of his actual return to 
active control of his many interests, 
he said, depended entirely upon the 
European trip which he is about to 
make with his wife, whom he mar- 
ried in May. 

“Personally I feel well enough to 
start and take another wallop at 
business tomorrow,’’. he said, ‘‘but 
my wife wants to go to Europe to 
see her daughter graduated from the 
University of Madrid, if she does, 
about Oct. 1. So I am going along 
tg continue my recovery, and I am 
interested in that. If the girl is 

aduated as is expected, she will 

aye received a degree of bachelor of 
arts before she is nineteen years old, 
a thing which her mother accom- 
plished in American schools.’’ a 


No Trace of Illness 


r. Doherty’s appearance did not 
bejie his words as to his physical fit- 
yess. Except for a slight stiffness of 
the little finger of his left hand, he 
showed no trace of his long attack of 


illness, and after the real questioning 
was started by the newspaper men, 
he replied with the same vigor and 
faultless memory of earlier years. 
He said that while he had kept in 
touch with the progress of his com- 
pany, and was well pleased with the 
progress which it had made, he had 
no definite ideas as to what opera- 
tion would engage his attention 
when he resumed active business. 

“T am inclined to the opinion, how- 
ever,’”’ he said, ‘‘that for at least the 
first few months my whole work will 
consist of thinking. You know busi- 
ness for the last fifteen years has 
been on a plane where history fur- 
nishes no guides to present activity. 
In such an era as that there is a 
great deal of room for thinking and 
I have an idea that I will devote 
plenty of time to that when I once 
start. But I am not going to work 
so hard. I have put in a lot of hours 
of single days and I think I have 
been foolish in doing it, so to that 
extent I am not going to be foolish 
any more.’’ 


Oil Conservation Discussed. 


The interview turned to the con- 
servation of oil. As long ago as 
1923 Mr. Doherty submitted a plan 
of conservation to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and while this question does 


not affect the business of his com- 
panies, Mr. Doherty is an enthusias- 
tic oil conservatist. 

‘“‘Lawyers tell me,’’ he said, ‘‘that 
the Constitution prohibits Federal 
measures that would permit the unit 
—— of oil pools when they are 

diverse ownership, but I believe 
Congress will find that it has the

power. Courts have held that the 
army had a right to conscript men 
and has even gone so far as to say 
that it has the right to conscript cig- 
arettes. I believe that any one will 
agree that oil is vastly ge oe 
portant to the armed forces of 
country than cigarettes—not chat qT 
think this country ever could be de- 
feated if its oil stores were entirely 
depleted, but in such an event it 
would cost a far greater sum in hu- 
man blood than if proper amounts of 
oil were available. 

“Of course, we don’t know how 
much oil is left in the ground, but 
it is a fact that we are burning up 
every year more oil than has been 
produced in the whole history of 
Pennsylvania. Half of the oil that 
is produced is being burned as fuel 
oil instead of being used for purposes 
for which there is no substitute. It 
is being used for coal and other 
things and when the oil is gone there 
will be no substitute for it. While 
we don’t know how much is left, 
experts feel that we have taken out 
as much as there is left and produc- 
tion is increasing every year. 

“The method of operation is waste- 
ful. We don’t know what per cent of 
the oil we get out by not using scien- 
tific methods. A few years ago only 
one barrel was gotten out and fifteen 
were left in the ground and compara- 
tively recently as little as one barrel 
was gotten to the surface for each 
ten there were underground. The av- 
erage is probably about one in five 
now so that when we take a billion 
barrels a year out of the ground. as 
we are doing now, we must allow 
for that which has been left in the 
ground. unrecoverable by any pro- 
‘cess now known. 


Would Return Gas to Wells. 


“Then there is a tremendous waste 
‘of gas. All this gas should be re- 
turned to the ground to keep the oil 
remaining in the ground in the same 


condition of viscosity. It can be re- 
turned to the ground by catching it 
in a container at the mouth of the 
well and pumping it back in under 
pressure. This is being done to a 
small extent, but it should be a gen- 
eral practice if we are to obtain the 
full quota jot oil that it is possible 
to recover.’ 

“What do you think of the Califor- 
nia conservation law?’’ he was 
asked. 

“T am tremendously interested in 
\its outcome,’ he replied. “It is a 
step in the right direction, a half 
step, it is true, but still it is real 
progress toward the important goal. 
Personally I don’t think that it is 
framed properly to accomplish the 
most beneficial results, but I am 
watching its enforcement with tre- 
mendous interest, although it is prob- 
able that we won’t be able to judge 
|results for five or six months.”’ 


His Plan of Conservation. 
“Have you any method for con- 
servation?”’ 
“TI think that oil pools should be 





diverse the ownership. 
present method and laws one man is 
permitted to rob his neighbor. You 
drill a well and you drain the oil out 
from under the land on all sides. The 
only defense that the owner of the 
other land has is to drill first and 
steal your oil. I think that it is pos- 
sible under the United States Con- 
stitution for Congress to enact a bill 
making it obligatory upon owners of 
oil land to operate the pool as a unit. 
Each land owner would share in the 
profits of the pool according to his 
acreage, and safeguards to protect 
adjoining lands could be contained 
in the bill by prohibiting a unit sec- 
tion from drilling too close to boun- 
dary lines of the pool until after ad- 
joining lands had been organized as 
a unit. 

“The government does this wiin 
oyster beds, in draining swamp 
lands, with riparian rights, and other 
industries where the action of one 
owner can injure the whole. I have 
‘always believed that the majority 
should rule and I believe that it caa 
be accomplished in the oil industry.”’ 

Mr. Doherty admitted that there 
had been great opposition in the 
ranks of the oil industry to Federai 
control, but he said he felt that the 
larger companies were in favor of 
any measure that would permit of 
conservation because during the last 
two years the tremendous increase in 
above-ground storage and the tre- 
mendous production had made con- 
| servation a question, the necessity of
